No Exchanga of Keys. 


OF THE GOEBEL MURDER. 


Georgetown, Ky.. Dec. 10.—{Special.] 
—Henry E. Youtsey. a life convict In 
the State penitentiary, under conviction 
of complicity In the assassination of 
William Goebel, and who ho® by con¬ 
fession implicated W. S. Taylor, VV. 
Caleb Powers, John Powers, Jim How¬ 
ard and others fn the criminal con¬ 
spiracy alleged by the Commonwealth 
to have brought about that murder, 
told his story on the witness s^and In 
the Scott Circuit Court to-day* in the 
fourth trial of Caleb Powers. 

With no material variation from hls 
oorufeesion as made several years ago, 
Youtsey. with few questions from 
State’s Attorney Franklin, reviewed 
every step which he took from the time 
of the canvassing of election returns 
in November, lto the hour when, 
as he says, he pointed out the unsus¬ 
pecting Goebel as he wended hls way 
to hls scut In the State Senate cham¬ 
ber on the morning of January’ 30, 
UKM). to the assassin Howard, and fled 
from the scene of murder as the Clay 
county feudist pulled the trigger of hi® 
(Youtsey’s) own rifle. 


On cross-examination Youtsey de¬ 
nied that (here had ever been any ex¬ 
change of keys to the private office of 
Soerooiry of States between himself and 
John Powers after the laUer had given 
him a wrong key with which to let the 
negro. Hot kersmith. into the room to 
do the killing on Jurtuary 29. Wharton 
Golden while on the stand testified to 
witnessing an exchange of keys. Yout- 
sey said he did not return the key, but 
laid It on the mantel in the private of¬ 
fice. 

Owens asked Youtsey If he did not 
•ay to W. H. Culton that he had the 
slickest way to kill Goebel: that It 
t oould be done by shooting from the 
secretary’* office und then escaping out 
through the basement of the building. 
Youtsey replied: ’’Culton was stretch¬ 
ing the blanket If he ever said that 1 
used such language. When that was 
asked about on a former trial I said 
that I had never told Culton such a 
thing, though I probably said some¬ 
thing about it to Johnson. I don’t ever 
recall having said that the man could 
escape through the basement.** 


Owens Asks For Taylor Letter. 


Told Story Without Tremor. 


Without a tremor In hls voice he 
told of conversations had with Taylor, 
the Powers brothers and Dr. W. R. 
Johnson. <|f Jackson county, relative to 
taking Goebel’s life, convincing hls 
hearers that the matter of the as?.ts^i- 
nutlon was freely discussed on the 
State House square for more than two 
month® before it was carried out. even 
by persons who had little or no ac¬ 
quaintance ln>forehand with each other. 


Taylor’s Protection. 


That Taylor would protect the assas¬ 
sin seem® to have been, according to 
Youtaey, the one thing that made* pre¬ 
caution altogether unnecessary. The 
story had been told before in the trial 
of this defendant and In trial of Jim 
Howard* but nevertheless U attracted 
the largest crowd of the trial to the 
court room, many of thos*e present be¬ 
ing womrn. 

Youtsey’a cross-examl nation was be¬ 
gun to-day and will be concluded to¬ 
morrow. It is being conducted by Attor¬ 
ney W. Q Owens, who is taking the 
noted convict closely over all of hH 
testimony on direct examination. 
Youtsey has always said that Howard 
came to Frankfort at the instigation of 
W. 8. Taylor, he taking a letter dic¬ 
tated by Taylor to Howard on Jan¬ 
uary’ 26, 1900. after Dr. Johnson and a 
negro named Hockersmlth had declined 
to commit the crime. 


Owens next took the witness over the 
several conversations he testified on di¬ 
rect examination to having h»-id with 
Powers. Culton, Taylor and Johnson 
and nskod him to write out from mem¬ 
ory the letter h»* wrote Jim Howard at 
dictation of Taylor calling Howard to 
Frankfort.

Although Kentucky was hie s-i with 
two Governors to-day, practically the 
entire day passed without an official 
act on the part of either. Gov. Beck¬ 
ham reached hte office shortly after 9 
o'clock this morning and was the Chief 
Executive for more than three hours, 
but as all of his time was taken up 
with the reception to hls successor and 
other prominent olficlals and cltiz ns 
who called to pay (heir respects, u wa* 
impossible for him to transact any 
business of State, and he surrendered 
the ofllce to Gov. Willson shortly after 
the noon hour without having per¬ 
formed any official act. 

As had been the case with Gov. Beck¬ 
ham In the forenoon, so It was with 
Gov.

As the distinguished party passed 
through the State House yard from the 
Executive building to the carriages In 
front of khe building, the Governor and 
the Governor-elect walked arm in arm 
and cheers rent the air a#, with hat lu 
hand, each bowed to the vast crowd 
which packed overy fool of space with¬ 
in the inclosure. 

The rain which began falling yester¬ 
day afternoon and which continued 
practically all night, turned into a light 
snow during the early morning hours, 
but the weather d.d nut seem to damp¬ 
en the ardor and enthusiasm, and for 
more than two hours before it was 
time for the parade to form crowds 
begun to gather in the Statehousc yard 
and along the streets through which 
the parade was to pas#, and by the 
time of the arrival of Gov.-elect Will- 
son and Gov. Beckham at the front 
gate to enter their carriage, it seemed 
that every foot of space was taken and 
as far os the eye could see human be¬ 
ings lined both sides of the streets. 

It was 11 o'clock when the procession 
moved and shortly after 12 o'clock when 
the carriage bearing the two Gover¬ 
nors reached the Statehousc on the 
return trip and from that time until the 
Rev. William Crowe raised hls hand In 
prayer ritnne twenty nunutes later tire 
crow#! chwred and yelled for the* new 
Governor. So dense was the throng on 
the sidewalk leading from the street 
to the plofform that it wiu» with d.ffl- 
culty a pfcarage way was made for 
official h to roach the steps.

Parade Imposing. 

The parade itself while differing from 
parade# at piuat Inaugurations because 
of the lack of military display, was, 
however, one #*f the most imposing ever 
seen at a similar event and was wlt- 
nefsed by one of the'largest crowds 
ever pn*ent at the Inauguration of a 
Kentucky Governor. 

The prooer*»ioii formed In front of the 
Public Square on Broadway at 10:30 
o'clock and moved at 11 o’clock with 
a platoon of City iv>!!ee and a band 
leading the procession clo***ly followed 
by the Cadets and bond from the Ken¬ 
tucky Military Institute. Directly be¬ 
hind the military escort was the car¬ 
riage containing Governor-elect Will- 
son and Governor Beckham, followed 
by th© cadets from the Kentucky State 
College and t.be cadet band, arid they 
in turn wore followed by carriages con¬ 
taining the judges of the Kentucky 
Court of Appeals, the State official# and 
Stole ofl’cials-elect. city officials of 
Fnuikfnr . and other distinguished vis¬ 
itors, all in carriages. The second di¬ 
vision was oompoetd of the organized 
inarching club© from Louisville, Lex¬ 
ington, Covington, Newport, Paducah. 
Owentsboro. Harrodsburg, and many 
other towns In Central Kentucky, It be- ' 
frig estimate#! that fully five thousand | 
people took part In the parade. 

The procession passed through the 
principal streets of tihe city. Including 
the residence ivctlon of South FTunk- 
fort and the business section of the 
city on the north side of the river.

An Unnecessary Tragedy. 

Says a Hopkinsville correspondent: 

”«ci4uncUiy night a Iwdy of marked men, 
carrying with them the dead body of Will 
Gray, twenty jHHLrs old. n night rider 
shot near Gla.Bg'j'w. knot ked su tiie door 
of his ugvd father’s home, and when the 
4oor w;i8 opened, deposited the corps? 
upon a bed, saying, “here’s your boy." 

Thus the news dispatches tell the 
story of an unnecessary tragedy. If 
the State Administration and the local 
authorities had co-operated months ago 
to bring about order in the tobacco 
districts, and a decent respect for law, 
arson and attempted assassination 
would not have resulted from the dis¬ 
pute between the Planters’ Trust and 
the Tobacco Trust, &od the Justifiable 
killing of a boy ouilaw would never 
have occurred. 

With the sorrow's of the aged father, 
who will regard his son as & martyr 
to the cause of Justice, no one who can 
understand his point of view will fall 
to sympathise. The boy was probably 
no worse at heart than the average 
citizen, and no more criminal tn his 
own eyes than a soldier fighting under 
a Hag unfurled in the cause of liberty. 
He was the victim of the criminal 
negligence of civil authorities and mis¬ 
taken local sentiment upon the ques¬ 
tion of the right of planters to adopt 
the tactics of the Apaches in seeking 
revenge for their w-rongs. real and fan- 
, cied. 

When the constituted authorities at 
the scene of disorder wink at mob rule 
because they are in sympathy with, or 
afraid of, the element that is Implicat¬ 
ed. and wrhen the State Government, 
because of petty political considera¬ 
tions, connives at barn burning and 
bloodshed, the mob is given such moral 
support that its members readily look 
upon themselves, and are regarded by 
sympathizers as heroes Instead of 
mere desperadoes.

Upon Whooping Up the Birth Rate. 

Very probably founders of families 
or thoaq w-ho ought to be founders of 
fa-millt*, pay no more serious attention 
to discussions of race suicide than the 
average matinee girl pays to the Santo 
Domingo treaty, the rights of Amer¬ 
ican citizens In the Isle of Pines, the 
question of free trade with the Philip¬ 
pines or of municipal ownership of pub¬ 
lic utilities. But everyone likes to wit¬ 
ness a hot contest between game cocks, 
dogs or men, and from the purely 
grandstand point of view the unending 
war waged between the advocates of 
unlimited families and their opponents 
Is decidedly entertaining. 

President Roosevelt always strives to 
be upon the popular side of everything. 
With the exception of the recent panic 
he has very nearly accomplished his 
purpose* Nothing Is more certalq to 
coll forth plaudits of the many thou 
the spectacle of a great man laying 
aside the cares of state to whoop up 
the birth rate before a Mothers’ Con¬ 
gress. but while we applaud we cannot 
fall to see, even with our eyes shut, 
that there are two sides to the argu¬ 
ment. Mrs. J. H. Crosman, who Is 
j courageous even if she is wrong, comes 
out In a perfectly flat-footed advocacy 
of the limiting of families, especially 
, among the poor, as a measure to reduce 
the sura of human misery and crime. 

, She points out that when the mother 
of ten, the youngest of which Is two 
I weeks old. Is breaking her ba<!k ovct 
a wash tub, and the father is earning a 
meager living as an unskilled laborer, 
the odds are greatly In favor of some 
of the ohildVen turning out badly, to 
say nothing of the mother finding an 
early grave, and trudging to It In pain 
and poverty unspeakable. 

It is argued by subscribers to the 
Roosevelt Idea that to be poor and one 
of a large family Is a great thing for 
the young American, since most of our 
Presidents, frenzied financiers, cap¬ 
tains of Industry, United States Sen¬ 
ators and Jurists, were bred In poverty. 
It Is. therefore, the duty of parents to 
contribute many sons and daughters 
to society, however disproportionate the 
size of the family to the size of the in¬ 
come. Granting that the American boy 
cradled in a log cabin and reared In 
the cornfield has often found the world 
his oyster, and opened It, It Is diffi¬ 
cult to overlook the fact that there am 
many more convicts than Presidents, 
and that most of our criminals come 
from the Ill-nourished class. 

In the country poverty does not en¬ 
tail hunger or force human beings to 
go half clad and want decent shelter, 
and It Is often the sharpest spur to the 
boys’ ambition. But there is another 
and a darker side to the picture. From 
the underfed slum families In the great 
centers of population come a majority 
of the male criminals—the pickpockets, 
the sneak thieves, the burglars, the 
yeggmen, in each of whom la the em¬ 
bryo murderer—and a very large pro- 
! portion of the unfortunate W'omun. In 
I the tenements poverty spells suffering. 

1 It means a lack of food, shelter, breath¬ 
ing space. Even air that la fit to breathe 
Is often denied to the tenement dweller, 
and enforced uncleanliness lowers vi¬ 
tality and depletes moral strength. 
Crime suggests itself as the shortest 
cut from physical suffering to comfort. 
Girls and boys are driven from the 
straight path not because they haw 
"criminal tendenciea." but becaCise the 
lusty cry of an empty stomach stills 
the voice of conscience. It Isn’t prob¬ 
able that any amount of preaching 
from Lho White liouso or elsewhere 


A Hostile Movement. 

It may be a mere coincidence, but 
there seems to be evidence of a move¬ 
ment to forestall and defeat the South la 
sectfring the labor of Euroj>ean Immi¬ 
grants through the efforts of the State 
governments or other Southern agency. 
As long ivs the introduction of such^im- 
migr&nts was limited to Northern ports 
no obstacle was Interposed to prevent 
the distribution of the newcomers to 
various parts of the country, the same 
being controlled, however, chiefly by 
agencies hating contracts for the sup¬ 
ply of labor to Northern or Western 
employers, giving preference to them In 
the quality of laborers and leaving the 
refuse only for the South. The inferior¬ 
ity of this element proved such that It 
became a prime factor In the Inaugura¬ 
tion of an organized movement on the 
part of several States to promote direct 
immigration through Southern ports. 

As the result of this movement sev¬ 
eral vessels arrived at Charleston and 
other points In the South, through 
State action, and the experiment, both 
as regards the desirable quality of tho 
immigrants and their adaptability for 
the labor in which they became em¬ 
ployed, gave widespread satisfaction, 
and the prospect apparently was offer- 
edj for supplying the general demand of 
the trades, as well ns of the farmers 
and planters. While this satisfaction 
was being manifested by the South in 
the Institution of steps, by State and 
corporate action, to Increase the tid* of 
immigration, there appeared Indica¬ 
tions, both at Washington and 
New York, of a desire to prevent 
the diversion of the tide of Im¬ 
migration to the South. The chief 
means by which this was effected was 
by ihe promulgation of an opinion by 
the Attorney General to the effect that 
the Individual States had no power 
over the subject of Immigration. It be¬ 
ing a matter exclusively of Federal 
control. This threw a damper at once 
over the subject and caused a suspen¬ 
sion of steps which had already been 
taken in Several States proposing to 
engage In the Importation of Inuni- 
grants. 

This was not all. Tho Immigration 
act which passed Congress February 
20. 1007. so amend-d the previous 

statute as to re-enact in more definite 
shape the provisions of prior laws re¬ 
specting^ the exclusion of contract la¬ 
borers. by naming, In Section 2. as one 
of the excluded classes of aliens, "per¬ 
sons hereinafter called contract labor- 1 
ers, who hove been IndUced or solicited 
to migrate to this country by offers or 
promises of employment or In conse¬ 
quence of agreements, oral, written or 
printed, express or Implied to perform 
labor In this country of any kind, 
skilled or unskilled." 

The effect of this provision, togeth¬ 
er with several other sections in the 
u mended laws, in a casual reading, 
seem* to empower a State to secure 
Immigration by advertising the Induce¬ 
ments presented, but there are so many 
restrict ions as to payment of passage, 
or limiting State action to such narrow 
ground, as to preclude practical results^ 
The effect has been to paralyze fur¬ 
ther effort in the promotion of Immi¬ 
gration by the States, and to leave th* 
South without the prospect of better¬ 
ing Its condition on the labor question 
through State action. 

This, however, is not the worst of it. 
Concurrently with this action there 
has been another movement set on foot 
wilhin the post year and prosecuted 
with every evidence or organized pur¬ 
pose and persistence, to produce the 
impression that a system of peonage 
exists throughout the South os regards 
colored laborers and that It Is being ex¬ 
tended also to Imported European Immi¬ 
grants. The only basis for the aj*$er- 
tion, beyond a spirit of sectional hos¬ 
tility. Is found in th** system of farm¬ 
ing or planting upon the shares, be¬ 
tween the proprietors and the laborers, 
white or ‘ black, wfaich has ex¬ 
isted ever since the war. The 
system consists of a contract 
by which the land and tenements 
are provided by tho proprietor, with or 
without teams. Implements or subsist¬ 
ence. as the car** may be. and a certain 
proportion of the cfV>p or Its proceeds 
for the labor of the tenant. Without 
some provision of law to enforce tho 
contract, the laborer, after subristlng 
at the expense of the landlord, could 
ubajvdon his crop at a critical time and 
subject the proprietor to serious loss. 
To guard against this there have been 
lows enacted in various Southern States 
which have proved measurably effec¬ 
tive in preventing willful violation of 
such contracts, but without the alleged 
establishment of a system of peonage 
as charged by sonio of the experts en- 


A Million Is Spurned. 

The refusal of Dr. Swain, of Swarth- 
moro College, to accept a bequest of 
$1,000,000 or more made to the college 
on tho condition that the college elimi¬ 
nate athletics 1* apt to strike the pub¬ 
lic as somow'hut heroic. To say firmly, 
"Take back your million: we shall cling 
to athletics," has element* of the dra¬ 
matic. It represents a spirit of sacri¬ 
fice almost too noble to be true. A mil¬ 
lion dollars is a million dollars. Such 
a sum Is not given away dally. Its 
purchasing power Is great and colleges 
as a rule can use that much to udvaru 
tage. It would scorn a* though Dr. 
Swain loved athletic* a heap to prefer 
It to a million. However, the refusal qf 
the bequest is not based upon the spe¬ 
cific issue of athletics. It la based upon 
the freedom of the Institution; the right 
of the existing management to bind fu¬ 
ture managements. 

Before reaching a decision Dr. Sw'din 
wrote to twenty-five other college 
presidents. If we would restrict for a 
million would wo for $50,000? he asked 
Seven college presidents answered af¬ 
firmatively for restriction for & million; 
never a one favored doing it for $50.- 
000 . 

To Illustrate hi* position the head of 
flwarthmore says: "Suppose that in the 
middle of the Eighteenth century a col¬ 
lege had been richly endowed on the 
condition that It should teach loyalty to 
the King, or oven more recently to Jus¬ 
tify human Slavery?'* The New York 
World follows this up with a few* more 
hypothetical cases— 

A bequest of $2,000,000 from Miss Hindu 
Fadds on condition that exercises shill 
be read every morning from the Veda. 

’A bequest of $5,000.0)0 from Miss R*sTr 
C ure on condition that Tuesday and Fri¬ 
day afternoons from 2 to 4 sCiaU be set 
apart forever for hours of 'letting onu s 
•elf go.* 

"A bequest of $10,000,000 from Miss 
Potnpa Dorv providing that the Man ,*l\ 
wave ahull be prohibited everlastingly to 1 
‘co-eds.* 

"A bequest of $30,000,000 from Mlsa 
Wanta Vote on condition that tho college 
teaching shall be unswervingly for equal 
suffrage." 

None of these Illustrations may be 
opt. since they pertain largely to mat¬ 
ters of beliefs and ethics, while In the 
Swarthmore case the matter was not 
ethical, philosophical nor fundamental.! 
It was merely "athletics or not?" Dr, 
Swain went b^low* the mere point ofj 
college athletics. He saw the issue of! 
freedom. He may not really have 
cared especially whether the college 
had or had not athletics. He In truth 
may have preferred that there should 
be no athletics. The college’s freedom, 
however, arnouhted to a great deal.

W. P. WINFREE SHOOTS POLICE¬ 
MAN CHARLES HORD. 


TRAGEDY AT HOPKINSVILLE 
DDE TO A SPREE. 


OFFICER LIKELY TO DIE. 


Hopkinsville, Ky.. Dec. 10 —[Special ] 
—The tension on the nerves of the 
community had a further strain at noon 
to-day w r hen Policeman Charles llord 
w'as shot and perhaps mortally w'ound- 
ed by William P. Winfree, Jr., one of 
Hopkinsville** most prominent young 
citizens. No more deplorable affair of 
the kind hus ever happened In this city. 
The shooting occurred near the Louis¬ 
ville and Nashville depot and Mr. Win¬ 
free at the time w*«s drunk and his 
mind wias unbalanced by the liquor and 
fancied wrongs. Mr. Hord Is a popular 
and efficient officer and a man w*ho 
holds the highest regard of the entire 
city. Less than two years ago he was 
accidentally shot by dropping his own 
pistol and he had never fully regained 
his strength. This physical state makes 
bis present condition all the more dan¬ 
gerous. 

Mr. Winfree Is one of Hopkinsville's 
favorite young citizens, a son of Judge 
W. P. Winfree. and on, account of his 
pleasant nature and mild and gentle 
disposition, the last person to be sus¬ 
pected of shooting anyone. He Is a 
lawyer, a former newspaper man and 
a veteran of the Spanish -American 
War.

The officer sent for the patrol 
wagon and over tho protest of the 
young m**n Insisted on their entering it. 

Winfree begged that he be spared the 
humiliation of riding through the 
streets. After reaching the station ar¬ 
rangements were made for the release 
of the boys. The sense of shame and 
mortification over his arrest led Win¬ 
free to continue drinking until he lost 
all responsibility.

Insurance men in interviews yestorday. 
In addition to the statement that some 
would decline and now decllno t<.» do bua- 
im^ss on tobacco, the action of Live State 
authorities to the oontrary notwithstand¬ 
ing.

We thought Hopkinsville capable of meet¬ 
ing such emergencies and have written In¬ 
surance freely We had written no In¬ 
surance on the property destroyed, but 
had on a considerable of othter such prop, 
orty. and it was an accident that we wer e 
rn*t touched by the conflagration. 

"The Governor has promised to break 
up that law breaking by vigorously pros¬ 
ecuting those who participated In the 
recent outrage, and If lv does the com¬ 
panies will get over their scare. Bat until 
then It is entirely problematical Just what 
action to take. 

"Of oourse. It Is a well known fact that 
all companies do not write insurance 
;iHke. but It Is certain that If the Hop¬ 
kinsville outrage in the manner of prose¬ 
cution prove* to be a repetition of what 
occurred at PrlncJton. the fVre »risun%n*'e 
companies will dl«continue writing busi¬ 
ness there. Tide trouble ho* been going 
on for two years, and the oomponb** have 
h>st considershV ns a result, and In View 
of the fact that it 1* the rceux of law 
breaking tt is intolerable.

COUNCIL IS , DEMOCRATIC. 

Boston. Ak’.se.. Dec. 10.—In tho closest 
and hardest fought election contest 
which Boston ha* known for many 
year*, the city went Republican to-day 
by about 2,000, postmaster George A. 
Hibbard, Rcpublic.*un, defeating Mayor 
John F. Fitzgerald. Democrat, w’hn w'as 
a Candidate for re-election. The re¬ 
vised returns show the following vote 
cast for the Mayoralty candidates: 

John A CouJthurst (Ind.), 15,871. 

Fitzgerald (Dem.), 36.054. 

Hibbard (Rep., 38,067. 

Tho city voted to license the sale of 
liquor by a large majority, somewhat 
snuuller than in previous years, how¬ 
ever, due to a,-hard campaign on the 
part of the clergy and others in an at¬ 
tempt to keep the saloons out of the 
suburbs. 

Two features contributed notably to 
the return of a Republican Mayor after 
six years of Democratic administration, 
one being the heavy vote given the In¬ 
dependence League candidate by Demo¬ 
crat* and the other the thorough In¬ 
vestigation made by a finance commit¬ 
tee Into the affairs at the City HaU. 

While the Independent vote proved 
sufficient to transfer the power from 
one of the leading piirtk-H to the other. 
It did not, however, come nnywhere j 
near the strength expected by those 
who based their estimates on the vote « 
In the recent State campaign, when the 
Independence league polled a vote larg. 
rer than the Democratic party. 

The com pal gn was strenuous through¬ 
out. Mayor Fitzgerald delivering sev- 1 
eral hundred speeches in every part of 
the city, and only closing his labors 
at a. late hour lust night. Postmaster 
Hibbard and Mr. Coulthurst were hard¬ 
ly less active. 

The return* Indicate that the Council 
will be strongly Democratic, with the 
Aldcrmanlc Board more closely divided. 

On the heaviest vote ever polled at 
an election in Worcester, the Republi¬ 
cans swept the city, electing the Mayor 
and eight of the eleven Alderman. In¬ 
cluding the Aldermnn-ut-targe. Wor¬ 
cester voted no license for tbe first time 
in sixteen years.

"The Information that I have from In¬ 
surance agents stationed at Hopkinsville 
Is that these acts are attributed to per¬ 
sonal antagonism. The American To¬ 
bacco Company, so 1 am told, lias not 
wen been approached by the so-called 
peaceful army, and the burning Is attrib¬ 
uted to the loose-leaf warehouses because 
of the fact that, so it Is said, thero'hnd 
been a great deal of the loose leaf to¬ 
bacco stolen and sold to those people who 
suffered loss by this fire. If the tobacco 
was stolen In packages It could be Identi¬ 
fied and stopped: but as It wits In broken 
packages the traffic could be carried on 
to a large extent, and this seems to have 
been the reason for the burning of the 
warehouses. This fact some what allays 
the fear* of the Insurance men, as the 
condition can be easily overcome. I have 
seen a number of agents from Hopkinsville 
and one In particular is very optimistic 
concerning the situation. 

"The companies arc looking to the Gov¬ 
ernor to see what Is to be done, and if 
the sentiment of the community is strong 
against this form of. lawlessness there Is 
no reason why business should be dis¬ 
continued. All of the leading insurance 
companies doing business In the State, 
more or less, ruive written business In 
Hopkinsville, and In the ease of the for¬ 
eign concerns the agents have not rc- 
celvefl expressions from headquarters."

Some companies now decllno to 
write insurance on tobacco, and some 
additional concerns will undoubtedly dis¬ 
continue to do Our office, ns well as 
the other*. Is waiting to see what effect 
the action of the State authorities will 
have on the situation, and if the State 
authorities do not put n stop to It the 
comnaniea will certainly act In the prem¬ 
ises 1 ’ 

There has l>een a question raised ns to 
whether or not under the law the Insur¬ 
ance companies are responsible for the 
loss Incurred by th. fire. It Is contended 
that under the law an insurance concern 
i* not responsible for loss Incurred by n 
fire that haa been caused unlawfully or 
by such means as the Hopkinsville trouble.

A SPECIAL from New Haven, Conn., 
say*: Athletic negotiation* now 
In progress between Yale, Har¬ 
vard and Princeton may result In 
the most Important new alignment of 
prominent universities In the East since 
the dissolution of the historic Intercoll^* 
glato Athletic Association In 1893. The 
scheme wam begun by Yale when It urged 
Harvard and Princeton to get together 
after the Harvard-Pennsylvania break, 
more than a year ago Yale ha* become 
thoroughly wearied with playing both 
Harvard and Princeton while they did not 
meet each other Not till Coach Roper, 
of Princeton, visited Harvard, Just before 
the Vale-Harvard game In November, 
were the sessions begun looking toward 
the new pairing of university rivals. The 
scheme Is far from completion, but Indi¬ 
cations are that before another season a 
general understanding In all branches of 
sport will be arrived at by the trio. 

, Tho most Important feature of the 
agreement will be the assurance of a Har- 
vard-Prineeton football game. If foot¬ 
ball had been on a firm basis at Harvard 
It Is likely that a game with Princeton 
would have be* n arranged for this fall, 
hut the success of revised football has 
finally put the sport on such a basis Lhot 
there Is no reason now why the match 
should not be arranged for next season. 

Next to an annual Hsrvard-Prlnceton 
football game the presence of Princeton 
at the annual Yale-Harvard boat race* 
l* the most Important feature of the 
probable agreement. Both Yale and Har¬ 
vard have t>een canvassed by Princeton 
n»»*n a* to their willingness to allow the 
Tiger* to row annually at New London, 
and both have given n favorable response 
Whether the Tigers will make a formal 
application to be allowed to enter Is not 
yet certain. The Prln«?eton representa¬ 
tives who have Informally discussed send¬ 
ing a crew to New London have sold that 
Princeiarv's rowing policy wns not yet 
certain nnd that It hardly seemed possible 
t » crewH ready to send to New London 
the coming season, and the consummation 
of the proposed annual triple rare on the 
Thames seems a trifle in the future As' 
th»- rhree universities meet annually In 
baseball the proposed new understanding 
will rrake n«* charge whatever In their 
relations in this sport. 

It would create no surprise if all three 
shmild break away from th»* Intercolle¬ 
giate Track Athletic Association. They 
are reported dissatisfied with conditions 
In that organIxatIon. and Yale and Har¬ 
vard have for years threatened to break 
away. With Frlneeton triple track asso 
ctaUon Is a possibility for Yale and Har¬ 
vard In basketball Harvard ha* already 
withdrawn from the Intercollegiate Asso¬ 
ciation. 

It Is stated that the failure of Ynlc and 
Harvard to sign a new general athletic 
agreement thl* fall, although their former 
agreement expired lijst February, was due 
to the plan* which had not matured for 
the proposed new understanding of the 
Ihree universities. Details of the agree¬ 
ment are far from complete yet. but there 
Is no room for doubt that they will t>e 
carried Through In a few weeks or before 
tho opening of tho season of 1908.

Trvmont. the sire of Touch 
Not, Notasulga’* dam, was a son Vir¬ 
gil. the gTRiidslre of Hanover. Touch 
Not'* first <lnm was by Great Tom. and 
her second dam was by Leamington. Not- 
asulga's pedigree Is almost purely Amer¬ 
ican. and it U one of the stoutest In tho 
stud book.

Not one of them will have forgotten the 
Hcene of a year ago. when CYimiskey 
arc*#' to his fec-t nt the meeting In the 
AttAtffrlum Annex and poured forth a 
volley of denunciation and rebuke <n 
President Ban Johnson. In the presence 
of the other magnates and Johnson him¬ 
self. It required all the Ingenuity of the 
smartest men connected with th*? league 
to pacify the “Old Roman" at that time 
and save the head of Johnson. 

Now the magnate* fear the same 
trouble will arise again this year when 
the men gather to attend to the busing 
of the league, for they know that Comis¬ 
key Is Just as far.

N tlW YORK. Dec. 10—Several im¬ 
portant reforms in baseball may 
result from the meeting of the 
National League of Baseball 
Clubs, which c^vened here t*>-day. One 
of the proposed reforms is the abolition 
of the present system of so-called double- 
header game*, frequently planned to draw 
largo crowds. Some of the leAgue mem¬ 
bers have expressed themselves as op¬ 
posed to games of this sort on the ground 
that they are unsportsmanlike. Aside 
from suggestions of this kind for changes 
In the rules, the only business to come 
before the meeting will be the election of 
officers. 

President Pulliam to-day made his re¬ 
port on discipline exacted by umpires, and 
made suggestions for changes In the pres¬ 
ent rules. The report showed that during 
the lost season there were 112 removals 
from games and seventeen suspensions, 
the smallest number In the last five years. 
He recommended that the sale of liquids 
in bottles and the Male of liquors In the 
grandstands be prohibited.

As shown In our last annual report, the 
tnllezig*' of all steam and electric interur- 
b»ui railroads be.ng opera tod In the State 
of Kentucky under th** Jurisdiction of this 
commission wns 3.445.927 miles.

Monongnh. W. Va.. Doc. 10 .—The 
scene of America’s greatest mine cata«- 
tropbe has lost fascination for the Idlers 
who have surged about the entrances of 
mines 6 and 8 of the Fairmont Coal 
Company since the awrul explosion of 
last Friday morning. This crowd had 
been dwindling ever since rain started 
last night, until to-night there only re¬ 
main the forces employed In rescue 
work, the newspaper workers and the 
inconsolable near relatives of victims 

Wlun darkness foil HI bodies had 
been brought to the surface, while many 
more were located, with every prospect 
of the rapid work of recovyry of the 
post twenty-four hours continuing 
through the night. 

The bringing out of the bodies, a 
distance of a mile or more through the 
underground workings. |b tedious on ac¬ 
count of meager facilities. The rescue 
party In Mine No. 8 to-day began ex¬ 
ploring the right side of Mine No. 8 . 
in rooms along this side of the mine, 
'a majority of the dead, it Is snld. will 
t*e found. 

The dead so fnr removed have all 
been bu-led. Thirteen were Interred 
unidentified. A score or more of fune¬ 
rals were held to-day. Ow ing to the in¬ 
clement wtsatker. it was impossible to 
bury bodies in the regular potters* fi*ld. 
and vrhen this became known, the Fair- 
! mont Coal Company turned over ext 
I nerv of ground Just behind the Polish 
Catholic Church of Monongah and this 
Is bdog used as another potters* field. 

A foreigner’s body, recovered to-dny. 
had a money belt strapped about the 
waist. There w^as $150 in the belt and 
It is .«nld that thousands of dollars will 
be found upon the bod-ios of others of 
the dead. 

Examinations up to this time are not 
miffic’ent to incite the Immediate cause 
of the accident, according to a state¬ 
ment issued by President Watson to- 
mght. 

The relief work Is progressing in ex¬ 
cellent *hi»pi!.
